Experiments 
have been made for some time with chem- 
icals for anew dye which formed » com- 
pound whuh produced pruesic acid, and 
some of the deadly fluid leaked through 
the floor 10 the room underneath, where 
the men kept their street clothes.

WASHINGTON Cm% Oct. at.—Gen. Dan- 


iel MacAuley, of Indianapolis, who is 
largely interested in the Nicaragua canal 
has just returned to Washington from 
Nicaragua, anil reports matters progress- 
ing satisfactorily. 
Already there 
has 


been extended on the construction of the 
canal Sf,500,000, and much substantial 
work has been done. 
Gen. MacAuley 


says: "On the east coast there is to be 
an excavation to the depth of 
ISO to 200 


feet through solid rock for a distance of 
two and a half miles. This excavation 
alone will eofat f 10,000,000 or $15,000,000, 
but when it is once begun it is merely a 
matter of so much dyrmuiiie and so many 
laborers. 


To Utilize the Debris. 


"On the west coast the rock to be re- 


moved is not so great in quantity and in 
both cases th« debrta it to be utilized in 
the construction of dams, ocean piers and 
canal locks, BO that it is valuable material 
and not waste stuff which we excavate. 
Of the entire route of 16? miles but 
.wenty-seven miles require much digging. 
Labor is reported scarce, most of it com- 
ng from the United States. At present 
> force of 3,000 men is at work." Gen. 
MacAuley says that the preparatory work 
s nearly finished a id the actual excava- 
;ion will soon commence. He thinks that 
n five or six years steamers will be pass- 
ng through the canal.

The bishop read 
a paper 
from the 


Epistles, and then called upon the choir 
and congregation to sing, "Nearer My 
God to Thee," the distinguished speaker 
joining earnestly in the singing. At its 
close he expressed his apprecidtlon of the 
compliment implied in the invitation to 
speak in this old course, and under the 
auspices of Harvard college. He read an 
the basis for his discourse a few verses 
from St. Paul's "Ensile to the Hebrews," 
beginning: "God wl,o Iu sundry times 
and in divers places." In the course of 
his sermon the bishop said the safety of 
the world depended on the comiug buck 
to Him who gave the world its civiliza- 
tion. Our American civilisation will be 
what it ought to be, the leader of the civ- 
ilization of the world, only on the condi- 
tion that it be faithful to the guidance of 
Christ.

BEAT THE BRIBERS. 


it is reported from various sources that 


tbe republican campaign soliciting commit- 
tee of Macon county.expects to gather in be- 
tween 52,500 and 33,000. It has now been 
out for two d»ys, and we hear from various 
sources that it is meeting with a large de- 
gree of success. We are unable to say 
whether the sum mentioned above is inde- 
pendent of the contributions expected from 
the candidates. Judging from its size, we 
should say that it includes what the candi- 
dates are expected to put up. At the same 
time It should be remembered that what a 
rich candidate contributes to a campaign 
committee is probably no more than half the 
sum he lays out on his canvass. The money 
ho gives a committee goes into other hands 
to be^dbtrlbuted in & way that is supposed 
to insure the success of the whole ticket 


But each candidate makes more or less of 


an individual or personal canvass. This be 
pays for out of his own pocket. The richer 
he is, the more aggressive this personal 
canvass is supposed to be. 


Bat there is no doubt that the common 


slush fuBd of the republican party in Macon 
county now reaches nearly S3.000. Will 
the voter who is in favor of pure politics 
ask himself what they expect to do with 
this money? You will remember that the 
legitimate expenses of this campaign are 
nearly nothing. We have bad no excur- 
sions this campaign, no public demonstra- 
tion that has amounted to anything. The 
republicans have no bills to pay for the rent 
of halls for campaign clubs, for the equip- 
ment of a drum corps. Rowell came here 
and made a speech; but as he talked for 
himself it is supposed that he paid his own 
expenses, as also those of his son. The 
republicans had some young fellow to talk 
here one night; his name Is now forgotten. 
They probably had to pay him. But judg- 
ing from the speech he made he would have 
been dear at 82. 


Now take this 82 and add it to the cost of 


printing the ballots, and yon have got the 
legitimate expenses of this campaign. The 
ballots .will not cost above $50, that is a 
high figure. And that is ail the money that 
is required in the general fund of the re- 
publican party in Macon county. 


Now why is It collecting about 83,000? 


You remember the remark that has been 
attributed to Jason Rogers: "Two years 
ago 
we spent our money on parades 


and excursions, and when election day 
came we had nothing left to bring the boys 
oft the fence. That mistake will not be 
made again." Well, they have collected 
bodies of boodle, and they have done with- 
out the parades and bands of music and all 
that. It seems that the above remark out- 
lined the program. Now you can come out 
on election day and see how the boys are 
brought off the fence. 


How do the people, generally, like such 


a performance as this? Do most of them 
evsr stop to consider the matter? It is be- 
lieved that a great majority of the people 
in Macon county have a sincere regard for 
the honor of our ballot box, and that they 
earnestly wish a perpetuation of our gen- 
eral franchise. But the ordinary man does 
net stop to consider these matters carefully. 
He has never determined tbe awful import 
of this republican system of office getting 
in Macon county. The man * knows that 
the republicans here are determined to use 
a great deal of money on election day. No 
investigation ts required to determine that 
fact. It is tlie talk everywhere; it is in the 
air; the man who would question it would 
be set down as a ninny. 


Some one has said that such a course is

While it has that power and does not act, 
it must certainly be held to a share of re- 
sponsibility for this wholesale prostitution 
of the ballot box; for all the moralists and 
law writers agree that the food citizen 
must play more than a negative part. It is 
not enough that be observe the mere letter 
of the law in his own case; it is farther his 
duty to defend his country's institutions 
from tbe assaults of those who would do 
mischief.

to office. Let the honest body of the peo- 
ple steer clear of the candidate or the party 
that proposes to buy a way to power, and 
then It will be only a very short time until 
the vote buyer will go out of business.

necessary for you to break into the courts 
ana assume the role of public prosecutor. 
The great majority of the people would 
never do this. But there always remains 
the gentlemanly, quiet and affective way of 
voting against the man who is out with the 
stuff. You can make it unprofitable to deal 
with the vote seller, and in that way you 
can break up the practice. 


And this is something that the middle 


classes in this country owe to themselves 
and their posterity. The rich can get along 
under the old way, for (.their money will 
gather in the offices. But if bribery Is to be 
the rule, an office must soon be beyond the 
reach of a man of ordinary means, or of a 
poor man, however worthy he may be. 


Understand, this is no tirade against a 


man because he is rich. The fact that a 
man has a large amount of this world's 
goods is not against him when he asks for 
office. They say that poverty is no crime; 
neither is the possession of wealth. But 
when the man of wealth uses his money to 
buy votes, then there is objection to him. 
His money is no evidence of crime or unfit- 
ness, but the way he uses it may be conclu- 
sive against him. 
And when a party collects a campaign 


fund of 83,000 in a county where the legiti- 
mate expenses are $52, and when the uses 
to which that money will be put are as well 
known as they are in this county, it becomes 
the business of the people who are opposed 
to bribery to show that party that it is a 
losing game to deal with the floaters. And 
then an end to the practice will soon follow.

Poor Old Vermont. 


Mr. A. Wait returned a few days ago 


from Vermont, and he tells a story that 
shows up the hard lot of the people who 
live in that commonwealth and vote for 
higher protection. Mr. Wait went to Ver- 
mont to see about foreclosing a mortgage 
that his father held on a Vermont farm. 
The mortgage was foreclosed, and the debt 
is not yet settled. 


This mortgage was held by Mr. Wait's 


father on a farm of 280 acres. 
On the farm 


was a barn ot large dimensions, one of 
those Eastern bams that have a stone 
foundation and basement, along with other 
modern conveniences. There was also a 
fair house 011 the larai. The bam was 
built at a cost of about S.t.OOO some years 
ago. 
The house was uot such a costly im- 


provement. 


The amount of the mortgage was $1,800. 


It fell due some time ago, but the heirs 
could see no chance to foreclose it without 
a great loss. They hustled all over the 
East to find a bidder. Heretofore the best 
they could do was to find a man who was 
witling to pay $850 for the entire farm and 
all the improvements. , 


There was a maple orchard oa the farm, 


and when the law passed to pay a bounty 
on maple sugar, a man was found who gen- 
erously offered to pay $900 for the place 
and tin' emoluments the government has 
thrown in. The Wait heirs took the otfer 
at once. The Mr. Wait who acted as rep- 
resentative from Illinois, knows a fish when 
he sees one. 


But thiuk of it! Two hundred and thirty 


acres, a barn that cost 83,000, a house that 
cost probably $1,200, a maple orchard that 
is the pride of the state, and all in Vermont 
and going bogging for £900. 


As might be expected, this state of affairs 


stumped Mr. Wait, and he began to make 
inquiries as to how the people lived. One 
day he struck an average looking inhabitant 
on the highway and asked him bow the 
people made a living. "Oh some of us 
work at hauling lumber about and some of 
us drajy pensions" was the answer. Mr. 
Wait came home, and now you couldn't get 
him to advance $50 on all the farms in Ver- 
mont.
